The So-Callod Iian^ Policy 

Men do iu)t ns a usiml thmg gathor 
grapes off thorns, or figs off tliisUes. 
No more will thougthful persons look 
•for liberal things at the hands of the 
present Government. Least of nil can 
tt.liberal land policy bo exi)octotl to 
emanate from men who contended for 
the despotic and outiageous principles 
which BO shocked Judge Gray in the 
. Harrison case. From its inception 
down to. the present time, from the 
first act of ministerial land-jumping at 
Peep -Bay, to the last agrarian out- 
rage at Quomichau, the whole history 
of the Govemmont in this respect has 
been one continuous series of mischie- 
vous blunders and unpardonable 
wrong-doing. The Legislature em- 
powered the Government by order in 
Council to BELL lands in certain cases 
and GIVE them in others; but'it would 
now appear that a serious mistake was 
made in placing such a discretionary 
power in the hands of such indiscreet, 
incompetout and perverse men. In 
both cases the power has been sadly 
abused, — exercised in such a manner 
as to do geiious injury. It has already 
been seeu what a mess they made of 
the free grant power, — how they have 
made British Columbia once more to 
stink in the nostrils of the very neigh- 
bours from whom, with judicious man- 
•gement, most was to have been ex- 
pected; how, although professing to 
' ' have floated their vaunted free grant 
system in the beginning of June, they 
cannot at this moment point to a single 
"l\.eatee" as the fruit of a whole sea- 
son's effort and expenditure! On the 
contrary, we can point to a heap of 
mischief which it will take years qf re- 
pentance to overcome. The power to 
BEU. has been no less abused than the 
power to give. As has been repeated- 
'ly stated in former articles, the provi- 
sion for selling land was intended to 
meet the case of actual settlers who 
might find it necessary to acquire ad- 
ditional land for legitimate purposes. 
In addition to the power to sell such 
lands at private bargain, it is provided 
that, whenever so ordered by the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor in Council, such lands 
as may be deemed hy him expedient 
shall bo put up at public sale, at the 
upset price of not less than one dollar 
an acre. It will scarcely be necessary 
to say that this last provision was in- 
^ tended to meet cases where the land 
might, from its close proximity to a 
^,ui6wix.or from other special cause, be of 
' " greater value, 'or where two or ' mo) e 
settlers^ might be contending for the 
same land. Those, we say, were some 
of the reasons which led the Legisla- 
ture to make this particular provision. 
As members of the House, Ministers 
.i,' .could not be unaware of all this; neither 
^•<|- •coul4'thiey be ignorant of the aversion 
, of members to jilacing the public lands 
in the grasp of speculators. But how 
do weiind the Government exercising 
' this ,di8cr^tionai«|r power? The very

A 
history of individual wrong-doing, iii- 
Htunces in which s(!ttlor.s have rccuivod 
the nin.st e.Ktraordinary and sciindidons 
treatment, at tho band.s uf tho Govern- 
ment wonhl till many oolnnins, and there 
may be occasi<in to baro some of these 
before tho public oyo at a future time. 

Huntington's Reasons. 

The reasons assigned by Mr. Hunting- 
ton for refusing to appear before tho 
Eoyal Commission appointed to enquire 
into the Pacific Railway Scandal are of a 
purely constitutional nature. It ia con- 
tended that the act of the Governor- 
General, in apijointing a Commission and 
taking tho onciuirv out of Parliament, was 
high-handed, nnconhtitntional and a 
gross infringeniont of tho privileges of 
tho House. Lot ns sco what ground 
tliere is for contention: Parliament ap- 
pointed a Committee of Enquiry, on Iho 
motion of Sir John himself; and, actuated 
by a very proper desire that the proceed- 
ings should be wanting in nothingrcalort- 
lated to render them offioient and satisfuc- 
tory, ho had a Bill passed for the purpose 
of enabling tho Committee to admini'-ter 
an oath to tho witnesses coming before it. 
Unfortunately and strangely, it was dis- 
covered that Parliament h.id no power to 
pa.ss such a measure, and it was, conso- 
([uently, disallowed by Her Majesty. The 
Committee, finding itself jiowerless to 
take evidence ns directed by Parliament, 
very proporlj- declined to proceed with 
the investigation. It may be mentioned 
jjarenthetically that at this juncture Sir 
John came forward and offered a Poyal 
Commission, appointing the same gentle- 
men to prosecute tho investigation under 
oath; but the Opposition members on the 
Committee would not have it! When the 
time for adjournment came, tho question 
of rej)orting to thoHonso was raised, and 
Mr. Dorion settled it by moving an ad- 
journment siiit: (lit;, 80 that the Comniittco 
imd, in fact, no report. ' ■Tfio''m6hient 
Parliament was prorogued tho Committeo 
was defunct, for as a matter of fuct all 
Parliamentary Committees dio with the 
session whicli gave them birth. This 
historical outline is 'given in order that 
the reader may the more readily perceive 
the gronndlussnesa of Mr. Huntington's 
contention. Tho matter was in reality 
not in tho hands of Parliament at ail 
when tho Koyal Commission issued, an(i, 
consequently, there could have boon no 
bn.'ach of privilege, but even whore it 
otherwise, if there were some ground for 
tho contention, one feels unprepared to 
find tho leaders of the Opposition more 
concerned about an abstract constitution- 
al (piibljlo than to pursue tlic investiga- 
tion into charges of wliatthe^- claim to l)e 
damning guilt. Oliviously, thoief(jro, 
one must cast round for other reasons 
than those which have boon given. Does 
it not seem probable that Jlr. ILun- 
tington and his compatriots wish to 
avoid the inconvonioncn of crass e.xanii- 
nation under oath ? It has for some 
time been suspected that their hands are 
no cleaner than some other people's in 
conneotion with this same afl'air; and tiieir 
unwillingness, now that the very ojipor- 
ttinity they would desiro if tli(<y were 
sincere, honest men. to come before tlio 
Commission and prosecute their cliarg(:s. 
is, to sa^' the least, calculated to strengtlii-n 
that suspicion. Looking at tho matter 
frQm an iuipartial stand-point, tho most 
feasible theory seems to be that tho ac- 
cusers prefer to keep tho untried charge 
liafiging over tho head of the Government 
for party political puri)oses, knowing, as 
thoy in all probability' do, that, under 
the crucial tost of an oath, tho Ministers 
would como mit before tho public whiter 
and purer tlian themselves. It will bo 
rojLombered how, long ago, the Pharisees 
sneaked nway when told, "fie that is 
without sin among yon, lot him cast th:) 
first stone." Now that Huntington is 
calhnl uiion to throw tlio /irst stone, he 
hesitates and sneaks away, — conduct 
which looks very suspicious, and cannot 
fail to toll against his case with an intelli- 
gent public, bowl ho over so loudly about 
tho pretended i)rivilogos of Parliament.

vital statist! js recently I lublisl. el in Europe 
aro citetl in conlirmaiion of tho generally 
re9pived opinion that the duration of hu- 
man"life is -af 'present greater than in the 
past centuries. Thus, it is stated that in 
rtio city of Geneva, Switzerland, registers 
have been kept of the yoaaly average of 
human longevity since 1590. In that 
year it is given at twenty-two yoarS and 
six months. At present it is over forty 
years. The tables compiled by life assur- 
ance companies in England, and adojited 
in this country, are said to show 
a similar result. In the fourteenth centu- 
ry the .T.v(!rago annual mortality iu the ci- 
ty of Paris was one in sixteen; it ia now 
given as about one in thirty- two. Iu all 
England, 1C90, the rate of mortality was 
onQ in thirty.-tliree ; as now given it is 
about one in forty-two.
